Mayor Walter Ashley said, "T 
don't think anything we do will 
have anything to do with what 
they (FEC) do. I don't think it's 
any of the city's affair to ge! 
mixed up in it." 

The civic groups all want the 
trestle raised and widened to 
standard specifications. Coun- 
cilman Livingston said that it 
was unusual, that after two 
years of negotiating with the 
FEC that suddenly a flock of 
protests should rise when' the 
railroad finally reached a deci- 
sion about the trestle, 

The groups say there would 
be too much of a traffic hazard 
with a street level crossing. Two 
truck accidents at the trestle 
were reported in January by 
FEC officials. One accident 
Pushed the structure out of line 
and forced travel on the trestle 
to a standstill, 

Livingston continued hig re- 
marks by saying he wanted ac- 
tion on signals on all crossings 
which the railway would install 
at their costs. He suggested 
drawing an ordinance setting up 
the city's views on all crossings. 

“A definite policy would help 
in the future growth of Belle 
Glade,” he said.
